This morning ‘at the ‘Criminal 
Sessions, Shuchi_ Fukushima was 
charged . before'the Chief -Justice 
and a jury with bribery of a.public 
servant on May 3, 1923 in that he 
offered to Yeung Fai, a revenue 
officer, a sum:of $50. 

Mr. H. -K, ones: Crown 
Solicitor, appeared for the prosec- 
ution, Aceued was defended by 
Mr. Campbell Prosser. The mem- 
bers of the jury were Messrs :—W. 
J. Carroll, R. J. W. Parsons, J. 
Gutterrez, C, Rodrigues, B. N. da 
Cunha, D, Mackintosh, and G. T. 
Padgett. * |. ~ ; 

Mr. Holmes, in opening the case, 
said that on May 4:the accused and 
his Chinese “boy” went by ric- 
shas with a parcel of -opium, in 
charge of the boy. The boy was 
stopped by revenue officers. The | 
Japanese ‘was also stopped and 
taken-to the Revenue Office. (On 
the way, it is alleged, the 
money was Appslad to Yeung Fai 
and on arrival at the Reveuue 
Office, a crumpled $50 note was 
handed over to Mr. Taylor, The 
accused, when charged, made a 
Stutemment to the effect that the 
Revenue Officer himself had taken 
the money from him aad even ask« 
ed for more. , 

Yeung Fai, the Revenue Officer 

. towhom the bribe is said to have 
been offered, was the first: witness 
forthe prosecution. He stated that 
he stopped the accused’s ricsha on 
learning fram the Chinese servant. 
that the Japanese was the owner of 
the opium found. He then told the 
Japanese to get_out of his ricsha, 
which he did. Revenue Officer 18 
was presentat the time and ordered, 
the arrest of the accused and Wong 
Fan. The Japanese, witness con- 
tinued, handed him a crumpled 
piece, of paper when they moved 
off from the ricshas, 4 

Witness,continued: I neverspoke 
tothe Japanese because we could 
tot understand each other, I took 
the crumpled piece of paper, but 
did not know at the’ time what it 
was. When I found out, Icalled ont 
to R.O. 18 ‘banknotes’ R.O, 18 
tokl ine to take the accused to the 
Revenue Department. I took hin 
before Mr. Taylorand handed over 
the packages and the bank-nate. 

' Crossexaumined by Mr. Prosser 
the witness said that both he and 
R.O. 18 were in plain clothes aut the 
time as was the informer who told 
RO, 18 of the drugs in the ricsha. 
Witness had his identification card 
on him. Whenon duty the revenue 
officers were always supposed 10 
carry these cards, 

Witness denied ‘that he asked 
the prisoner whether’he had any 
money on him. When the note was 
handed him it was so crumpled 
that he had no idea.what it was. 
He continued: “1 spoke Chinese 
when acldressing Mr, Taylor in the 
Harbour Office. I never used the 
expression Yau chin mochin to the 
accused.” 

Jn—reply—to-the—Chief—Justice- 
witness said he had been a reverue 
officer for 10 years. Many years 
ago he had been offered a bribe. 
The person’ was prosecuted and 
convicted in the Magistracy. , 

Mr. John Daniel Lloyd, 

Superintendent of Exports and 
Imports was next called. He said 
the $50 note (produced) had been 
handed tohim by Yeung Fai. He 
made no attempt to explain the 
charge to the accused, he told 
counsel for defendant
